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CSU campuses limit enrollment, only 10 to accept students 


Thirteen CSUs will 
not accept transfers 
in spring.

With recent budget cuts and the pos- 
sibility of a $250 million trigger cut in 
November, the Cal State University 
has announced that only 10 of its 23 
campuses will accept new students for 
spring 2013. 


The exact number of students that 
the 10 campuses will admit in 2013 
remains unclear. Most applications to 
those universities will be limited to 
community college students who have 
earned an Associate Degree for Trans- 
fer, according to a CSU press release. 

Cal State Channel Islands, Chico, 
Fullerton, East Bay, Humboldt, Los 
Angeles, Sacramento, San Bernardino, 
San Francisco and Sonoma are the only 
CSUs that will accept new applications 
in spring 2013. 

Not all majors at these schools will 
be open to new applicants, as some 
majors have been deemed “closed,” ac- 
cording to CSU Mentor. 


“For spring 2013, we are bringing 
enrollment to what our available fund- 
ing level is,’ CSU. Spokesman Erik 
Fallis said. 

Cal State Long Beach is one of 13 
CSUs that will be closed to new appli- 
cations in the spring. 

“This is the third time in five years 
we have been forced to close for spring,” 
President F. King Alexander said. “If 
we were opened, finding classes for 
these students and our current students 
would prove even more difficult.” 

Students applying to the CSU from 
a community college are required to 
have an Associate Degree for Transfer, 
in compliance with Senate Bill 1440. 


SB 1440 was designed to help ease the 
transition into a four-year university 
for community college students. 
Under the bill, the CSU is required 
to admit community college students 
who have completed an Associate De- 
gree for Transfer. The bill also states 
that students are not guaranteed admis- 
sion for specific majors or campuses. 
“I would be disappointed that I 
would have to gauge my future on if a 
college is ready for me,”* Michael Toc- 
co, a freshman mechanical engineer- 
ing major, said. “It seems more often 
that education is becoming increas- 
ingly difficult to plan and work with.” 
Some students, however, don’t see 


the enrollment cut as detrimental. 

“T wouldn’t let this stop me from 
transferring into the.CSU,” Cristina 
Chavez, a sophomore social work ma- 
jor, said. “I wouldn’t wait for another 
opportunity like this [being accepted 
into a school] pass me by.” 

The CSU will be forced to cut $250 
million more from its budget in No- 
vember if Proposition 30, which will 
raise the state sales tax by one fourth of 
a percent to help fund state-sponsored 
education, fails to pass. 

According to Fallis, the CSU Board 
of Trustees will discuss how the CSU 
will manage the potential trigger cut in 
their September meeting.

UCs use email to 
improve student 
counseling 


Online surveys ease 
students into seeking 
help at CAPS.

A feeling of comfort takes over in 
the Counseling and Psychological Ser- 
vices (CAPS) office at Cal State Long 
Beach. Dim lighting gives the space 
a house-like feeling, and a tape of the 
ocean’s waves plays in the background 
while the receptionist smiles and 
calmly answers questions. 

However, letting a complete strang- 
er know one’s innermost thoughts can

Domino’s will replace 
Quiznos’ vacant 
space.

Fans of Domino’s Pizza may soon 
rejoice. A second Domino’s Pizza will 
open in place of Quiznos in the Uni- 
versity Student Union, according to 
49er Shops. 

Domino’s is expected to open this 
fall, Rosa Hernandez-Henderson, Di- 
rector of Communications and Human 
Resources for 49er Shops, said. 

“Domino’s is already a partner 
with us in the Pyramid,” Hernandez- 
Henderson said. “They are huge sup- 
porters of athletics here at Cal State 
Long Beach.” 

According to Hernandez-Hender- 
son, Quiznos’ lease expired at the end 
of the 2011-12 school year, leaving a 
vacancy at that location. 

Domino’s will be able to utilize the 
pick-up window outside of its location. 
Pizzas will be made available for pick- 
up there, according to Hernandez- 
Henderson. 

Many students at CSULB who are 
fans of Domino’s have expressed en- 
thusiasm for the new opening and for 
the choice between two on-campus 
pizza locations. Sbarro’s is currently 
located in the USU next to Wells Fargo. 

“T feel it’s a good idea to offer more 
variety and options,” Ranil Weerack- 
oon, a sophomore mathematics major, 
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Domino’s Pizza will be located in the University Dining Plaza, next to the Nugget Bar and Grill. 


said. “It’s similar to the fact when we 
had Subway and Quiznos on campus.” 

Some students, like sophomore 
microbiology major Brittany Daws, 
said that Domino’s can survive with 
another pizza place nearby. 

“T don’t think Domino’s is another 
Sbarro’s,” Daws said. “I don’t normal- 
ly eat out, but when I do, I eat Domi- 
no’s more so than Quiznos.” 

Hernandez-Henderson said that 


Domino’s has been an active member 
of the CSULB community. Domino’s 
also operates a stand at Blair Field, 
where the Dirtbags play. 

“Domino’s location has a lot of stu- 
dent traffic,’ Hernandez-Henderson 
said. “When we posted that Domino’s 
would be coming on our Facebook 
page, it was well received.” 

Some students, like sophomore 
business administration major Jenni- 


fer Hunt, are excited about Domino’s 
affordability. 

“T think it?Il be cool to have Domi- 
no’s on campus because their pizza is 
really affordable,” Hunt said. “I never 
really went to Quiznos anyway.” 

It remains unknown how many 
student workers Domino’s will hire. 
Hernandez-Henderson said there will 
likely be a mixture of student workers 
and outside workers. 
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be anything but comforting for many 
students. 

To make the process easier, the 
American Foundation for Suicide Pre- 
vention created an online interactive 
screening program, which incorpo- 
rates anonymous email messaging. 

The program is not available for Cal 
State Universities, but every Univer- 
sity of California campus has adopted 
the program for use in the fall. 

“Tt seems like a really effective way 
to reach out to students,” director of 
CAPS at University of California, Los 
Angeles, Elizabeth Gong-Guy, said. 
“T really wanted to pursue it.” 

According to Gong-Guy, students 
first take a survey that evaluates their 


mental health, answering questions 
that concern mood, connection and 
general well being. The student can 
then start an anonymous conversation 
with a counselor via secure email. 

However, even though students are 
able to communicate with a counselor, 
the program is not intended to offer 
online counseling. ~ 

“Tt is a really user friendly way to 
initiate the process,” Gong-Guy said. 
“The [counseling] process is gonna be 
more natural.” 

UCLA will first offer the program 
to graduate and professional students. 
Other campuses across the country, 
including other UCs, may launch the 
program for students entering college 
for the first time or disperse it to dif- 
ferent departments over the semester. 

While CSULB is not using the In- 
teractive Screening Program via web- 
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mail, it does have an online screening 
program that students can use to eval- 
uate their mental states, Brad Compli- 
ment, director of the CSULB CAPS 
offices, said. 

“Tt started in 2009,” he said. “It tells 
[students] how they can talk and gives 
them resources.” 

The screening guides a student 
through simple questions, first asking 
for a basic profile then giving multiple 
choice questions on common signs of 
depression, anxiety or trauma. 

“Anything that prevents people 
from committing suicide is benefi- 
cial,” Dan Lizardo, a junior kinesiol- 
ogy major, said. 

Glecina Reyes, a senior business 
accounting major, had trouble walk- 
ing into the counseling office when 
she was battling depression a year ago. 

“T didn’t know how to deal with my 


situation,” she said. “I wasn’t ready 
for it.” 

Reyes said the online approach can 
have potential drawbacks because of 
possible misinterpretations. 

“Social communication is really a 
full-body experience ... We miss that 
component online,” Compliment said. 

However, the online programs for 
both the UC and CSU systems are en- 
try level steps to counseling, Compli- 
ment said. 

“There is something about vocaliz- 
ing that is curative,” he said. “Most 
people have never had that experience 
before ... The fact of talking can help.” 

The CSULB CAPS office is open 
from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday through 
Friday, and the online evaluation 
screening can be found at www.csulb. 
edu/caps. Students can also reach the 
center afterhours at (562) 985-4001. 
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America competition on Aug. 12. 

“T was so speechless to know that I 
won Miss Wheelchair California,” Ze- 
ndejas said. 

In 2002, Zendejas slipped and fell on 
a wet floor while going to the restroom, 
shattering the bones in her legs and 
arms, and requiring a caretaker to help 
with most everything she does. 

Zendejas said the accident discour- 
aged her for about eight years. It was 
not until she heard that her friend, Jen- 
nifer Kumiyama, was a contestant in 
the Miss Wheelchair California 2010 
pageant that Zendejas realized that she 
was still capable of making a differ- 
ence. 

“T started really getting into the com- 
petition during the 2010 competition, 
and when the time came to apply to be 
a contestant for the Miss Wheelchair 
California 2012 competition, I thought, 
‘Let’s do this!’” Zendejas said. 

Now, Zendejas uses her platform to 


. reach out to people, and she said she 


hopes to change their perspective of 
being disabled. 

“J want to be able to show the dis- 
abled community and the non-disabled 
community that there’s so much to live 
for,” she said. “I think that’s my great- 
est reward when I go and speak to dis- 
abled students or I speak to the busi- 
ness community.” 

Along with volunteer work, Zende- 
jas is currently working with the Dis- 
abled Professionals Association to start 
a nonprofit to help the disabled. She 
said the nonprofit will showcase and 
encourage disabled professionals, and 
it will also build a strong network for 
employment opportunities. 

There are a total of 28 states com- 
peting in the six-day Miss Wheel- 
chair America pageant, that began 
Monday. 

According to Zendejas, these pag- 
eants differ from traditional beauty 
pageants because the judges look for 
someone passionate about taking the 
title to advocate on the behalf of the 
disabled community. 

“There’s still the glitz and glam, 
which is my favorite part about the 
competition,” Zendejas said. “I love 
to get all glammed up, and I’m big on 
sparkly things and glitter.” 

At the end of the competition, the 
contestants will have the opportunity 
to be “glammed” up at the crowning 
ceremony. 

Zendejas said she looks forward to 
the competition and continuing her ad- 
vocacy within the disabled community. 

“T love that I can touch people with 
my words,” Zendejas said. “I can ac- 
tually motivate somebody to do better 
and keep living their lives.” 
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Jewish Studies program 
hosts Holocaust w 


Lectures and first- 
hand testimonies give 
high school teachers a 
better understanding 
of the subject.

Holocaust survivors are providing 
a glimpse into history throughout the 
week, sharing their stories from the 
World War II concentration camps at 
the Karl Anatol Center as part of Cal 
State Long Beach’s third annual Holo- 
caust workshop. 

The weeklong workshop, hosted 
by the Jewish Studies program, has 
brought together teachers and Holo- 
caust survivors with the goal of better 
enabling teachers to inform 10th and 
llth grade students of one of the most 
horrific genocides in history. 

Although Holocaust education is a 
state standard, California high school 
teachers are not required to participate 
in a workshop or take a class dedicated 
to the subject. 

“J have been to many workshops 
before, but this is the first on the Ho- 
locaust,” Vicki Mikolajczyk, a Trinity 
Lutheran Christian School teacher, said. 

The Eva and Eugene Schlesinger 
Training Endowed Workshop, which 
started Monday and continues through 
Friday, incorporates discussions led 
by CSULB faculty as well as the testi- 
monies of Holocaust survivors. 

The workshop was founded by Ho- 
locaust survivor Gerda Seifer and her 
husband, Harold, who thought teach- 
ers lacked the information necessary 
to teach students about the Holocaust. 

Seifer and her husband contacted 
the CSULB Jewish Studies Program 
in 2009, and helped start the unique 
workshop, the only one of its kind in 
Southern California. 

Approximately 35 teachers from 
different Southern California schools 
are expected to attend the workshop 
this week. 

“People come here voluntarily to 
learn,” Mikolajczyk said.

Teachers in attendance may receive 
up to $200 in stipend pay for food and 
parking as well as up to two units of 
service credit. 

At the workshop, holocaust survivors 
will give firsthand accounts of living dur- 
ing the genocide and of life afterwards. 

“It’s amazing how different things 
are now,” a Holocaust survivor said 
to a friend. The two sat down dur- 
ing a break and talked about their 
hometowns and how they managed to 
“move forward.” 

Mikolajezyk said she heard one 
of the survivors share a story with a 
friend and she is looking forward to 
hearing the survivors talk about their 
experiences throughout the week. 

Jaccob Seuser, a senior chemical 
engineering major, said he thinks 
teachers should be required to take 
a workshop on the Holocaust before 
teaching it. 

“T think it’s great to have these 
workshops,” Seuser said. “I mean, if 
I think about it, the only information 
T even know about the Holocaust has 
been through documentaries and a 
few museums. I’m surprised teachers 
aren’t required to take a class on the 
subject before teaching it.” 

Topics covered at the workshop 
Thursday and Friday will include 
“Denying the Holocaust” and “Perpe- 
trators, Victims and Bystanders.”

Digital distractions endanger walkers 


Pedestrians focusing 
on their cell phones 
are prone to accidents.

Watch out pedestrians — texting 
has become lethal. 

Opening the text message on their 
cell phones, passerbys become ab- 
sorbed in the screen before them and 
ignore the potential dangers surround- 
ing them, including other texters, 
speeding cars and even trains. 

The survey by Consumer Reports 
found that mobile device pastimes, in- 
cluding texting, watching videos and 
talking, can place pedestrians in dan- 
gerous situations, making them prone 
to injuries. 

Of those included in the survey, 85 
percent had seen someone use a mo- 
bile device to talk, text, email or use 
apps while walking in public within 
the past six months. 

Fifty-two percent of survey partici- 


pants said they thought that these dis- 
tracted pedestrians put themselves or 
others in danger based on witnessed 
behavior, the survey reported. 

According to the Consumer Prod- 
uct Safety Commission, which re- 
ceives data annually from 100 emer- 
gency rooms, about 1,152 people were 
treated in hospital emergency rooms 
in the U.S. last year for injures involv- 
ing distracted walking and electronic 
devices. 

The National Highway Traffic Safe- 
ty Administration reports that pedes- 
trian fatalities rose by 4.2 percent and 
injuries by 19 percent since 2010. 

As a result, some state and local 
officials have started to take preventa- 
tive measures against distracted walk- 
ing. 

Highway safety officials in Dela- 
ware have opted for a campaign that 
includes placing decals on crosswalks 
and sidewalks, reading, “Look Up. 
Drivers aren’t always looking out for 
you.” 

In Utah, officials adopted an ordi- 
nance prohibiting pedestrians from 
using cell phones and other electronic 
devices while crossing the tracks of its 
light rail system, which would result 
in a $50 fine. 

Armando Morales, a senior civil 


engineering major at Cal State Long 
Beach, said he thinks using a cell 
phone and walking is dangerous only 
if you allow it to be dangerous. 

“It’s common sense to look both 
ways before crossing the street and 
to check your surroundings,” Mo- 
rales said. “No way should legisla- 
tion be made. Texting and walking 
is a freedom and a choice. Accidents 
will always occur in various ways 
and the government can’t prevent 
them all.” 

Amanda Avelar, a junior commu- 
nications major, said that using a cell 
phone while walking can be danger- 
ous depending on the person’s sur- 
roundings. 

“Obviously, it is not smart to be on 
your cell phone if you are in a busy in- 
tersection and try to walk at the same 
time,” Avelar said. “But if you are 
somewhere less crowded and danger- 
ous, such as a park, then it would be 
okay.” 

Still, Avelar said she thinks that 
pedestrians should have the choice to 
walk and talk on their phones. 

“As far as getting cited for being in 
a dangerous area,” she said, “I think 
that’s lame and government officials 
should spend their time working on 
more important things.” 


Light rail Blue Line on track for mostly deadly year in history, 6 deaths this year 


LOS ANGELES (MCT) — One of 
the busiest light rail lines in the nation 
is on pace to have more deaths in 2012 
than any other year in its 22-year his- 
tory. 

Four of the fatalities this year were 
ruled suicides. There have been 22 ac- 
cidents and six fatalities so far this year. 

The Blue Line, which has 26 million 
riders annually and extends from Long 
Beach to the 7th Street Metro Center in 


downtown Los Angeles, opened as the 
county’s first light-rail line in 1990. 

In 1999, the line earned the dubious 
standing as California’s deadliest rail 
transit route as 10 people were killed and 
40 others were injured in 50- accidents 
that year, most involving collisions with 
motor vehicles at street crossings. 

Over the years, Metro has taken sev- 
eral steps to improve safety, including 
placing photo enforcement cameras at 


street crossings to discourage drivers 
from trying to race through intersec- 
tions before a train can pass. Officials 
said the improvements contributed to a 
sharp decline in accidents. 

The line had some of its lowest acci- 
dent totals between 2008 and 2011, but 
“things have changed this past year,” 
according to county Supervisor Zev 
Yaroslavsky, a board member of the Blue 
Line’s operator, the Los Angeles County 


Metropolitan Transportation Authority. 
“If numbers generated in the first 
half of the year are any indication, by 
year’s end there could be more fatali- 
ties and twice as many suicides than any 
other year in the history of the rail line,” 
Yaroslavsky wrote to colleagues, call- 
ing for a deeper investigation. : 
Luis Manuel Martinez wore a pic- 
ture of his dead son on a T-shirt and 
told Los Angeles County transporta- 
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tion officials Monday that the Blue 
Line light rail is unsafe, that too many 
people have died along its tracks and 
that something needs to be done im- 
mediately. 

“This is what I call negligence,” 
said Martinez, a 41-year-old automo- 
tive technician from the Willowbrook- 
Compton area.

The Westboro Baptist Church’s 
persistence to protest at military 
funerals has led to Congress 
passing a new veteran’s bill, 
restricting protestors from com- 
ing within 300 feet of a military 
funeral, from two hours before 
the service to two hours after. 

President Obama signed “The 
Honoring America’s Veterans 
and Caring for Camp Lejeune 
Families Act of 2012” bill this 
past week. 

Not obeying the rules of this 
bill can lead to substantial fines 
or deserved jail time. 

The military funerals cannot 
be private, because they are set 
in military cemeteries — or in 
other words, public property. 

Funerals, regardless of 
military standing or not, should 
be a sacred ceremony and give 
families and friends a chance to 
mourn the loss of a loved one. 

Westboro Baptist Church 
protestors say soldiers are dying 
because of America’s lenient 
view on homosexuality. The 
church claims the casualties of 
the war against terror aren’t from 
our enemies; they are results of 
God’s wrath, condemning the 
country for allowing homosexu- 
als to exist. 


The First Amendment protects the congregation’s right to hold 
its own view, but sometimes laws need to be created to protect the 
most vulnerable, namely the families and the next of kin, while 


they grieve. 


Even with the backlash the church has received for its ac- 
tions, members from the Westboro Baptist Church plan to 
continue picketing as they did before but within the law. They

The handful of games Facebook features on 
its website are addicting enouglt, but social 
network games are going to become even more 
addictive as companies begin incorporating 
real-cash gambling apps into social networks. 

In the United Kingdom, online gambling is 
legal. Since the U.K. is online gambling friend- 
ly, Facebook has decided to take advantage by 
introducing a group of new gambling apps. 

One of the games released by the company 
Gamesys has come under much scrutiny due to its 
“child-friendly” logo and gameplay. 

The app Bingo & Slots Friendzy features cute- 
fluffy balls with big eyes and big smiles on its 
logo and masthead. 

It bears a striking resemblance to characters 
from a social game aimed at children, Moshi 
Monsters. 

While a spokeswoman for Gamesys has said 


the company has, “no intention of marketing to 
kids,” just a glance at the characters associated 
with this app lead you to believe this could be a 
children’s game. 

There are stacks of money and gold chips sit- 
ting behind the overjoyed balls of fluff, but a child 
could easily mistake this for a new version of 
Angry Birds. 

However, to say there are 
not games with vivid colors 
and funky characters aimed at 
adults is a misnomer. 

I, for one, am a sucker 
for games in my app store that are marketed 
for children but still found enjoyable for 
adults. 

However, these games are not associated with 
a potentially detrimental adult addiction such as 
gambling.

Gambling apps should in no way be mistaken 
for a children’s game. Any slight resemblance 
can encourage kids to play the app and inadver- 
tently get them addicted to gambling at a young 
age. 

Facebook and gaming companies will be 
taking extra precautions to make sure the 
games don’t get into tiny 
hands. 

Using Facebook’s age-gating 
and geo-location technology, 
the games would need to verify 
that people are over the age 
of 18 by requiring a credit or debit card and a 
scanned identification, either a passport, driving 
license or birth certificate. 

But, even with these precautions, how can 
they prove it is actually someone of age sitting 
behind the computer feeding the information? 


Not to mention, many parents enable their 
children to play games outside their targeted age 
group, whether it is knowingly or not. 

This leaves a very flawed system in which 
children will easily be drawn into the world of 
gambling by cute fuzzy creatures encouraging 
them to waste their money. 

It is hard to back a game company that exposes 
children to the world of gambling. 

While it may not be marketing towards chil- 
dren intentionally, the games are blatantly appeal- 
ing to children. 

Online gambling app creators should take more 
responsibility and realize the detrimental effect 
their games could have on children by marketing 
their games in this manner. 

Think of the children!

HARD Summer electronic music festival heats up Los Angeles

Electronic music fans flocked to the Los Ange- 
les State Historic Park last weekend for the HARD 
Summer music festival. The two-day event walked 
the line between a full-on rave and traditional out- 
door music festival with its somewhat eclectic va- 
riety of performers. 

The mainstream DJs and headliners, including 
Skrillex, Bloc Party, Nero and Boys Noize, per- 
formed at the HARD stage, located in the center 
of the park. 

A HARDer stage was for the fans of heavy dub- 
step like Fake Blood and Datsik. The mood of the 
crowd at this stage was much more intense and 
sweaty, and the dance moves almost got violent 
when people started really feeling the music. 

At the Discoteque tent, you could find some of 
the more interesting sets of the night. James Mur- 
phy of LCD Soundsystem made an appearance on 
Saturday night, and played from vinyl records in- 
stead of the traditional Macbook Pro. 

The alcohol situation for the crowd, 21 and up, 
was an absolute disaster, as expected when deal- 
ing with a crowd of this magnitude. Guests could 
purchase one warm, flat Budweiser at a time for 
around $9. Smaller cups were available for a lower 


price but were about the size of a thimble. 

Wine was also available for an equally astro- 
nomical price, but they ran out almost immediate- 
ly. To make matters worse, all the beer and wine 
drinkers were corralled into a “beer garden” area 
just small enough so patrons were claustrophobi- 
cally packed inside at all times. This whole ordeal 
was unfortunate, because most of the music fea- 
tured at the event would be drastically improved 
with a slight buzz. 

Various food trucks and tents provided food, 
and they were able to keep up with the demand 
fairly well. One thing difficult to find was wa- 
ter, which all of the food distributors ran out of 
quickly. Hydration centers were scattered around 
the park, but they were few and far-between. 

Friday night had a slightly smaller crowd be- 
cause many of the more hardcore electronic mu- 
sic fans bought single day tickets for the second 
day. They missed out on great performances from 
rock bands Miike Snow and Bloc Party. Watch- 
ing people play actual physical instruments was 
a nice break after an entire night of DJs spinning 
dubstep and house music from behind tables and 
Macbooks. 

“I know we’re not some banging techno, but 
there’s a time and a place for everything!” said 
Bloc Party lead singer Kele Okereke in his thick 
English accent. Bloc Party played a set that strayed 
away from their alternative dance music style and 
returned to their rock roots. 

On Saturday night, the crowds got absolutely 
massive as Nero and Skrillex took the stage. After 
performing their massive hit “Promises,” Nero’s 
sound equipment malfunctioned and the sound 
started cutting out at random. At first it seemed 
intentional, but after a while it became clear that 
something had gone horribly wrong. The crowd 
eventually dispersed, disappointed.

The energy hit an all-time high when Skrillex, 
one of the most paid DJs in the industry and one 
of the more mainstream dubstep artists, took the 
stage. The production value on Skrillex’s set, in 
comparison to other artists, was drastically high. 
He emerged from a Star Wars inspired mothership 
that became his DJ booth. Pyrotechnics and smoke 
billowed from the stage as insane visuals played on 
the huge screens behind him. The screens played 
everything from psychedelic colors to clips from 
anime films and even footage of someone playing 
Call of Duty. On a purely spectacle level, the show 


was jaw-dropping.

Link won Big West Offensive 
Player of the Year and Balcer won Big 
West Midfielder of year as well. 

“Alex has been a four-year starter 


and as the center.defender she’! pretty 
much run the team from a structural 
standpoint,” Ingrassia said. “Nadia 
is our charismatic leader and she’s 
ready to take more on and has already 
stepped up in the preseason.” 

Seven of 11 starters are returning 
from last year’s elite eight squad, with 
the key losses being first team All-Big 
West midfielder Shawna Gordon and 
second team All-Big West goalkeeper 
Kaitlyn Gustaves. Ingrassia, however, 
isn’t worried about those departures. 

“That’s a fun part for me as a coach 
is watching that reinvention,” he said.

May-Treanor 
and Walsh 
claim third 
Olympic 
gold medal 


The duo adds to its 
hardware with a win 
over fellow Americans 
Ross and Kessy.

Misty May-Treanor and Kerri Walsh- 
Jennings are gold medalists for a third 
consecutive Olympics. 

In an All-American final, the former 
Long Beach State star and her longtime 
partner on the sand defeated April Ross 
and Jennifer Kessy 21-16 and 21-16 to 
win back-to-back-to-back gold medals. 
They are the first in history to accom- 
plish the feat. 

It was a long road back to the Olym- 
pics for May-Treanor and Walsh-Jen- 
nings, who were undefeated in matches 
and hadn’t lost a single set in the Olym- 
pics until earlier in this year’s tourna- 
ment. The duo struggled initially with 
the fear of letting each other down, but 
after spending some time with a sports 
psychologist, they eased back into their 
now familiar routine of dominating op- 
ponents on the international stage. 

May-Treanor and Walsh-Jennings 
cruised through the group round, de- 
feating pairs from Australia, Austria 
and the Czech Republic. They* then 
swept a Danish pair in the round of 16, 
crushed a pair from Italy in the quarter- 
finals and sealed their trip to the gold 
medal match on Monday with a win 
over a highly-ranked duo from China. 

The United States won the top two 
medals for the first time in beach vol- 
leyball Olympic history this year. It will 
likely be the last time May-Treanor and 
Walsh-Jennings compete on the world’s 
biggest stage.
